Gorbachev sent a letter Friday to the republic’s leaders, demanding that if 


they rescind indpendence-oriented actions that he termed “anti-constitu- 
tional,” including laws on canceling conscription into the Soviet army and 
seizing Communist Party property. 

He threatened to cut off from Lithuania products the Soviet Union sells 
abroad for hard currency if the republic’s leaders failed to act by Sunday. 
Gorbachev did not specify the materials, but they include oil and natural gas 
products Lithuania buys only from Moscow. 


Negotiations break down in Nepal 


KATMANDU, Nepal — Negotiations between opposition and government 
leaders collapsed early Monday, and hundreds of angry protesters camped out 
around the site of the talks, refusing to let the politicians leave. 

Government officials and leaders of the previously outlawed Nepali Con- 
gress Party and the United Left Front said they would sleep inside the Royal 
Nepal Academy of Arts and Literature, where talks were held. 

It was unclear why the talks, which began Sunday, collapsed. 

The apparent failure of the talks raised questions about the strength of the 
fledgling democracy movement in this scenic nation of 17 million people.

Chinese mark anniversary of protest 


BEIJING — Authorities arrested a lone protester in Beijing on Sunday, 
but hundreds of police discouraged other shows of dissent on the anniversary 
of the beginning of last year’s student democracy movement. 

Surprisingly, security was only marginally increased at the university 
campuses in northwestern Beijing which were centers of dissent last year. 

At Beijing Normal University, crowds gathered around recently posted 
notices announcing the expulsions of movement leaders Wu’er Kaixi and Chai 
Ling, both of whom have fled to the West. 

Sunday marked one year since the death of former Communist Party chief 
Hu Yaobang, who was popular among students for his relatively liberal views. 

Students took to the streets then to mourn Hu and criticize the Communist 
leadership that ousted him from power in 1987 for failing to stop previous 
student demonstrations. 

The marches grew into a movement demanding democratic reform and an 
end to corruption that lasted for seven weeks and drew crowds of more than 1 
million people.

WASHINGTON — You won’t be through with taxes for the year even if 
you beat the midnight Monday deadline for filing your federal return. The 
average American will have to work through May 5 to satisfy the tax collec- 
tors. 

If that prediction by the Tax Foundation proves accurate, it will be the 
latest “Tax Freedom Day” on record and two days later than 1989. 

The reason is simple, the nonpartisan research organization said Sunday in 
announcing the mythical date: “Tax increases will outpace the growth in 
individuals’ income during 1990.” 

Tax Freedom Day is the foundation’s estimate of how long it would take an 
average person to pay his or her state, federal and local taxes if all income went 
for taxes until they were all paid for the year 1990. .., om. coe

At the family’s request, no further information was to be released 
about her death at New York Hospital, said hospital spokesman Andrew 
Banoff. The Swedish-born star began her career in silent films and reigned as 
the supreme movie queen throughout the 1930s. Some critics called her the 
finest screen actress of all time. 

Miss Garbo never acted again after her retirement in 1941, but her luminous 
performances in 24 films kept her name alive and made her a favorite of 
younger generations who saw in her an ethereal ideal of the ultimate woman. 

While “Camille,” and “Ninotchka” became film festival staples, the woman 
known worldwide simply as “Garbo” remained shuttered in her Manhattan 
apartment or at various retreats in France and Switzerland.

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Provo armed for 
cable negotiations, 
city attorney says

According to the Provo City attor- 
ney, negotiations between Provo and 
the TCI cable television company 
may begin within as few as three 
weeks, and even though the city has 
little control directly over TCI, it is 
arming itself with customer com- 
plaints and hopes to increase the com- 
pany’s service to the city. 

“Provo can require that TCI meet 
certain customer service requir- 
ments, such as quality of picture and 
strength of signal,” Provo City Attor- 
ney Gary Gregerson said. “However, 
as far as content goes, that is all under 
federal regulations.” 

Gregerson said Provo’s authority 
to intervene with the cable company’s 
services to the public comes, in part, 
from complaints that the city receives 
from the public. 

“We do have some effect along with 
the federal law — that happens when 
the customer complains,” he said. 

Gregerson said the proponents for 
changes in TCI’s service are pleased 
with the response that was seen and 
heard at the two public hearings on 
cable service in Provo. 

“About 200 people showed their 
concern at the public hearings. We

TCI wants to start in the heart of 
an area so they can serve more in- 
terests, she said. The company 
generally begins to service areas 
from which they Bet a large re- 
sponse .# 

Karen Storey, a Provo resident 
who lives at 1415 N. 1220 West, 
said she doesn’t really understand 
why she fits into this 10 percent of 
Provo residents who don’t receive 
cable service. 

“When we moved in, it probably 
wasn’t economically feasible to put 
in cable service,” she said. But 
now, there are enough houses that 
she said she believes there is a 
great interest and there is every 
reason for TCI to consider cable 
service there. 

Storey said she has been trying 
get the service for nearly two 
years. At her first request, TCI 
sent a representative to install a 
cable system and when he arrived 
he discovered there was no 
hookup. “Nothing has been done 
since,” she said. 

Then, after Storey voiced her 
concerns at a Provo City public 
meeting on March 20, she said she 
received a letter from TCI telling 
her that they would look into her 
area as a place for possible expan- 
sion. 

Ray Jones, a Provo resident who 
lives at Garden Villa, 2139 N. 220 
Hast, said he has been negotiating 
with TCI for more than four years. 

According to Jones, who is on a 
committee representing residents 
in his condominium area, the citi- 
zens have offered concessions such 
as agreeing to replace any sprin- 
kler pipes that might be broken and

If TCI Cable Company is able to 
renew its franchise in December, it 
will upgrade its cable television elec- 
tronics, according to a TCI technical 
manager. 

“If anyone were to come in other 
than TCI they would have to com- 
pletely redo the system,” said Kyle 
Warnick. 

Warnick said the cables can last 
“forever” if the weather doesn’t get to 
them. Otherwise they last up to 30 to 
40 years. 

Public hearings about TCI service 
on March 13 and March 20 at the 
Provo City Council room showed a 
portion of citizens not satisfied with 
their cable service. Most of the com- 
plaints were because of having weak 
signals, static and limited channels. 

Warnick said this obstruction often 
has to do with the moisture that can 
enter cables through connectors, or 
the joints that connect cables to- 
gether. These areas have also been 
sensitive to temperature change and 
extreme heat, he said. 

Warnick said in upgrading the sys- 
tem, TCI would not need to change 
the cables, the electronics would need 
to be adjusted. Also, the connectors 
would be replaced. 

In Provo, 75 percent of the cables 
are above the ground. This facilitates 
repairs and reduces the cost, said 
Warnick. 

Warnick said the cost of laying and 
repairing cables is high. Cables that 
run above the ground cost $10,000 to 
$15,000 per mile. Cables under- 
ground cost between $25,000 and 
$30,000 per mile. 
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are very unhappy with the service 
provided by Insight. Our cable goes 
out at least once a week.’ 

“When the Super Bowl was on our 
cable went out and it was a week be- 
fore they ever showed up,” said 
Nicholls.

This article was supposed to be 
about Greg Brown, the regular folk 
singer on Prairie Home Companion, 
Garrison Keilor’s old radio show, for 
all those years. 

Brown and another folk singer/ 
songwriter named Morrissey did a 
concert at the University of Utah on 
March 21, and I wanted to go see it. 
But the clutch went out on my Volvo 
station wagon, either that or the arm 
that moves the clutch is bent, and I 
missed the show. 

But then I found out Morrissey was 
coming to The Great Salt Lake Guitar 
Company on Center Street in Provo. 
So I winced a little paying $6 for a 
ticket, and went to see him play. I’d 
never heard of him but I was think- 
ing, like, if he plays on the same stage 
with Brown he’s gotta be decent at 
least. Wasn't bad at’all. I’d pay to see 
him again, on purpose. 

He’s short and kind of skinny, and 
the hair on top of his head is gray. 
Other than that it’s hard to believe 
he’s the 38 years he says he is. 

It’s difficult to write about his mu- 
sic. I mean how. are you supposed to 
put chords down on paper so people 
can read them? And evenif you can do 
that, there’s no way to get those high 
notes that come out of nowhere and 
disappear before you know you heard 
them. Or when he’s flat picking and 
brushes the slack strings with the 
back of his fingernails on a chord 
change, almost accidentally but not 
quite, you can’t put that stuff down on 
paper. There’s no way. The thing I 
remember is his cowboy boots tap- 
ping on the gray plywood stage. 

He played an old Epiphone guitar 
with kind ofa dull sunburst finish and 
told a lot of lies in-between songs. 
They weren’t as good as his music, 
but weren’t half bad either. 

Like how he was going to Boston 
for a gig and his dog, Bud, was in the 
ear. Traffic got really bad, and Bud 
got sick of just sitting and said he 
wanted to drive. Bud drives fine in 
New Hampshire but Morrissey said 
he was a little worried at first about 
letting him into Boston traffic. But 
Bud did just fine, cut off cabs, gave 
people the paw and cut in front of an

old lady and took her parking spot in 
front of the club. 

Morrissey had heard how you 
should reward your pet for doing 
tricks, so he bought some M & Ms 
before going to the dressing room. He 
told Bud he was going to give him all 
the red ones and Bud thought that 
was great. But he divided the pack- 
age up in piles.according to color and 
gave Bud all the green ones ‘cause 
dogs are color blind anyway. 

Now that I think of it, maybe there 
was something in'there about traffic 
lights, but I doubt it. I would have 
remembered it if there was. 

Morrissey says being born Catholic 
is kind of rough on a,kid. You wake up 
and say, “Ahhhh, what a beautiful 
New Hampshire morning. Boy do I 
feel guilty.” 

I laughed because I thought only 
Mormons and Protestants felt that 
way. The world might be more fair 
than I'd previously thought. 

Morrissey’s from about half-a- 
dozen places, but growing up in New- 
market, N.H. seems to have had a lot 
of influence on his work. Apparently 
it’s a little mill town (population 6,500 
according to New England Monthly) 
and, if you take him literally, people 
there just drink and work and drink 
some more. And their marriages are 
all sad stories. 

The music is clean (style wise), and 
unsophisticated. The lyrics too. 
Maybe Morrissey would tend to intel- 
lectualize more if he was a little more 
intellectual. But he doesn’t come off 
that way. His songs are about people, 
or folks, people out of luck, crazy peo- 
ple, hardworking people, drunk peo- 
ple, and people getting drunker and 
people who have never been sober. 

There are ideas tying it all to- 
gether. But that’s not where it’s at. 
The lyrics tell stories like his lies be- 
tween songs do. Sometimes they’re 
funny, sometimes sad. And some- 
times there’s no particular emotion, 
you just see the pictures. 

In the sety he played Thursday, 
there was a song about somebody 
waking up with amnesia in a hospital 
bed and wondering who he was, one 
about what kind of people drive what 
kind of cars (Volvo wagons were in- 
cluded, much too favorably in my 
opinion), and one about a man in a 
New Hampshire prison making li- 
cense plates with the state’s motto, 
“Live free or die.” He played his 
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Bill Morrissey, folk singer and songwriter, performed in Provo at 
the Great Salt Lake Guitar Company on March 22. 


worst folk song (he said it was) ealled 
“Party at the U.N.,” but my favorite 
was .a tune about the C.P.A., the 
Canadian Border in upstate Maine 
where the “women smell like turpen- 
tine and that’s the way it goes.” 

Most of the songs are sarcastic with 
a New England kind of cynicism, the 
sneaky kind. But he has a few that 
would catch you in the middle of a 
laugh and make you sad. 

Not screaming and tearing your 
hair out sad, just something there 
that cuts through all the usual lousy 
melodramatic soap opera/weeping 
movie star kind of sadness. 

The line that got me was in a song 
about a man fly fishing in a stream 
he’d fished as a kid and realizing after 
everything he’d done just led back to 
the same place. He looks up and sees 
the “full moon shining like a whiffle 
ball.” 

Anyway, I liked how it sounded 
when he sang it. And the song about a 
mill worker who died in a fire in his 
room over the local IGA. The chorus 
goes something like, “It wasn’t the 
fire, it was the smoke that killed him.”

Bethlehem 
mayor calls 
for peace

There will never be peace between 
the Israelis and the Palestinians until 
the Palestinian people are given the 
right of self-determination in their 
own country, said the mayor of Beth- 
lehem Friday, while speaking to BY U 
students. 

“We are being victimized,” said 
Elias Freij. Living under Israeli mili- 
tary occupation, the Palestinian peo- 
ple have no hand in their own legisla- 
tion, taxation, ‘housing, or any other 
basic rights of self-government. 

There are more than 130 Israeli set- 
tlements in the West Bank, and they 
are placed in such a way as to cut up 
the body of this Palestinian heartland 
into bits and pieces. “All (of these) 
Jewish settlements are illegal,” said 
Freij. Also, Israeli military forces 
have been accused of many brutalities 
against the Palestinians, such as 
killing children, beating and molest- 
ing. students, detaining men and 
women for alleged crimes, for as long 
as a year before giving them any kind 
of a court trial, and destroying nu- 
merous Palestinian homes, said Freij. 

These.and other problems can only 
be solved by sitting down with the 
Israelis and working out some kind of 
a “land for peace” agreement, where 
Palestinians are given back their 
country and consequently their right 
to self-determination, said Freij. 
Such an agreement would bring about 
peace and the end of the Intifada, the 
protest against the Israeli military oc- 
‘eupation of Palestinegiiis (soi nov!

Valedictorian selecte 
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Transfer student receives top honors

Although at. first he actively 
avoided BYU and the LDS Church, 
Dale J. Pratt decided to attend BYU 
for one semester only. Now, several 
semesters later, Pratt has been se- 
lected from among the honors gradu- 
ates of 1990 as class valedictorian. 


Pratt was reared in Lakewood, . 


Colo. When it came time for him to go 
to college, he said he wanted to get as 
far away from the LDS Church as 
possible. So, he attended Williams 
College in Massachusetts. 

Before he left, though,. he made a 
promise to the second counselor in the 
bishopric that he would go to church 


‘ six times during the school year. 


Pratt kept his promise and said he 
found something appealing about the 
small branch he attended in Pitts- 
field, which was more than an hour 
away. He said that it was the feeling 
of the branch and an encounter with 
Plato’s doctrine of pre-existence in 
“Phaedo” that triggered an interest 
in spiritual things. 

Pratt started reading the Bible and 
studying the life of Christ. Soon he 
found himself deeply converted and 
served a mission for the LDS Church. 
After returning from the Argentina 
Rosario Mission, Pratt decided to at- 
tend BYU for a semester before 
starting again at Williams College. 

He took religion classes from Hugh 
Nibley and Victor Ludlow, and soon 
found that he liked BYU. “But if it 
wasn’t for the Honors Program, I 
wouldn’t have stayed here,” he said. 

Pratt said the Honors Program 
makes BYU comparable to schools 
like Williams College, Smith College 
and Holyoak College, all of which he 
has visited. “One difference, though, 
is that at those schools, students read 
the whole of ‘Don Quixote’ instead of 
selections from it.” 

“Stimulating discussions in the 
Honors commons room and the open 
forum of Student Review also con- 
tribute to the kind of atmosphere 
present at these other campuses,” he 
said. 

After his mission, Pratt majored in 
Spanish and Portuguese. For his hon- 
ors thesis, he wrote on a little known 
contemporary Mexican writer, 
Joaquin-Armando Chacon, and is 
planning to publish his thesis in Mex- 
ico City where there is interest in 
what American literary critics have 
to say about Spanish literature. 

Pratt’s thesis and his background in 
literature were deciding factors iti be- 
ing chosen as valedictorian, and also 
contributed toward his receiving a 
Mellon Fellowship. Pratt will take

this fellowship to Cornell University 
this fall where it will cover tuition and 
fees, $12,000 per year stipend and 
$4,000 for two summers of intensive 
language study. 

Looking back on his experience at 
BYU, Pratt said that researching the 
life of John A. Widstoe with Alan Par- 
rish, a BYU religion professor, will be 
his. most memorable experience. 
“John Widstoe has become one of my 
role models.” 

After spending some time in Spain 
this summer, Pratt will complete 
some writings about Elder Widstoe’s 
life to be published in a book written 
by he and Parrish.
